first ald to the victim of the accident, 
while waiting to secure professional 
help, Nail wounds, calks, barb wiro 
cuts, injuries from runaways, Injuries 
from coming in contact with farm’ 
tools and machines or any other In- 
Jury where the skin is broken should 
Tecelye treatment at one, that the 
animal-may not suffer. Some people 
still apply turpentine to wounds of 
animals, doing more injury than 
good, since it wéakens and devitalizes 
the'tissues and retards healing rath 
er than promoting it. Others use 
large volumes of antiseptic solution 
in water to bath the wound, this also 
, Weakens the tissue and removes the 
| protective serum that nature supplies 
.for the repair of the injury, so 

should not be used other than dur- 
! ing the frst cleansing should such 
be necessary. The application of 
tincture of fodine to the wound after 
removing the dirt-and loose tissue is 
the best practice. The application 
of tincture of iodine will destroy any 
of the common bacteria that may 
gain_access to the wound, it stimu- 


lates. healing and tends to stop minor 
hemorrhage. > 








In nail and calk wounds there is 
no agent that will give better re- 
sults.than fodine. Keep the injury 
clean. If there is hemorrhage, soak 


clean sterile absorbent cotton with 
fodine, apply over the wound and 
bandage. Early attention to wounds 
will save your horse much needless 
suffering, and make {t easler for the 
Yeterinarian to complete the treat- 
ment. Don't be afraid to pour on 
the tincture of fodine. Keep your 
fingers off the wound, and see that 
everything that touches it ia sterile.

If the number 
of ascarids present in the lung is 
large the little pig will soon turn up 
his toes. If the numbers are limited 
the pig may outgrow the malady. 
Proper sanitation coupled with pro- 
per cleansing of the sow prior to far- 
rowing effectively prevents the 
thumpy condition caused by the 
young worms In the lungs and bron- 
chioles of the little pig.—L. Steven- 
son, Dept. Extension, O. A, College.

Nyhaus said he was sppointed by 
Arthur Beatty, Hudson’s Bay .post man- 
ager at Legoff. He admitted that there 
were more names on the voters’ list than 
there should have been. He put on the 
list the names of tourists who were 
visiting Cold Lake. Among these ap- 
pear the names of James Ramsey acd 
W. Ramsey of Edmonton, although 
they are “described on the voters’ list as 
fishermen living at Gold Lake., 

At this juncture, Mr. Justice C larke 
interposed that he considered it desire- 
able to give the witness protection 
under the Act, in view of the incrimin- 
ating nature of his evidence. When 
asked why he padded the list, Nyhaus 
said that he wanted to show as big a 
population as possible “because the dis 
trict needed railways and highways.” 
which they could not get unless they 
could prove that there were enough peo- 
ple in the country to justify the expendi 
ture. Also, added Nyhaus, he got five 
cents a name for every name he put on 
the voters’ lista, so that the more 
names he got on the list, ‘the more 
money .he made.

This decision followed receipt of an 
opinion from Attorney-General Ottinger 
in Albany, stating that the license body} 
was not within its power in refusing a 
license to the heavyweight champion 
after he had been declared cligible by 
the State Athictic Commission. 
Observers forsee a battle in the courts 
with Tex Rickard. promoter, eupported 
by the Ottinger findings, the Athletic 
Commission having voted Dempsey eli- 
gible to license last week. The decision 
of the license board, on the other hand, 
is regarded as a victory for James A. 
Farley, chairman of the Commission, 
who all along has held out for a Demp- 
sey-Wills’ contest. : 
Farley often has ssid that’ Tunney 
abd the champion would not fight at 
the Yankee ‘Stadium in September, but 
his fellow commissioners, George FE. 
Brower and William L. Muldoon, re- 
cently combined forces in an effort to 
obtain the battle. Brower, a lawyer. 
asked the attorncy-general for the opin- 
io} which was made public today.
